But in the last few years, 
this country has suffered from 
the los of export markets, caus¬ 
ing farmers many bitter exper¬ 
iences i n respect to wheat and 
other farm produce. 

Mr. Mackay pointed out. how¬ 
ever that the tourists coming 
into this country, strengthen ihe 
markets for farmers in a won¬ 
derful way and to a degree hard 
ly if ever realized. 

Given proper support this 
country could build up a tourist 
business with an annual turn¬ 
over of a billion dollars, 1 e 
said. 

“Our farmers see very little 
of the motor tourist, unless it lx* 
his dust on the highway and for 
that reason, erhaps, (hey are 
inclined to overlook his market 
value for them,” said Mrs. Mac 
kay. 

“The ffrst fact is that every 
tourist has a mouth and astom- 
aehwhich need filling with food 
three or more times daily. And. 
who, I would ask, produces and 
supplies that food in the filrst 
instance is it is not the farmers. 
No tourist can be in Canada 
more than a few hours liefore 
he pays his contribution to the 
farmers for food. Modern cars 
will bring the eating tourist, 
the cash customer into Canada 
by the milliion every year. 

"If this truth gets heme (o 
our farmers and is given the 
house room which it really de¬ 
serves, I feel that they w'H be¬ 
come ardent suporters of the 
policy of building hard surfaced 
trunk highways in Canada as 
tho first necessity in setting up 
this potentially tremendous mar 
ket, namely, motor tourist tra¬ 
ffic.”
